it is hard to conceive any just grounds of 
complaint any have at this time. 
H ard la­ 
bor and all productions of the earth, flock.s 
and lierbs, talicn in the aggrega.te, demand 
current ami li.andsome prices. 
If the prices 
were higher the money would be jn-opor- 
tionabiy ofle.s.s value. 
Tlie banks have proved llicir power over 
the Government, by suspending .specie p'ay- 
incnls— (iiey slopped tiie wheels oV Govern­ 
ment, which cost a special session of Con­ 
gress to remove the blocks. 
'I’he samo may 
happen as often as the hanks please, so long 
as the hank.s and llie Gov.-rnment are uni­ 
ted in m arriage. 
Some are for dissolving 
the Union, and thereby retaining their right.s 
while others are-shouting, O B ank, live im-- 
evcr! who is like unto tliisbca.st! who is .able 
to make war with him !’ 
T o liavc money sufficient for a medium of 
tiade to facilitate all useful commerce in 
which individuals may grow wealtliy, and 
the ¡niblic rea¡> advantages, is desirable; but 
to have a circulating currency so abundant 
as to check useful iniln.stry in some, and as­ 
sist o(i:ci-.s in gaiiibJing .speculation (in which 
one cannot grow rich 
wiciiout others grow 
poor) is rather injurious to society at large: 
but moral reasuning, timiigli ever so sound, 
is but p. feeble d-efence against a heated di.spo- 
sition. 
B orrrow ing nothing from hisíory, but 
confining myself to what I have seen, there 
lias been (from tlic, administration of Lord 
North down to the present time) a raging 
war between t/ie claims oj aristocrats and the 
rtghi nj man. 
In the year i r r 4 (he “ A ristocrats” con­ 
tended for the doctrine tliat K ings were ap­ 
pointed by God; and to re.sist them would he 
resisting the ordinance of God, and bring on 
democrats’ 
condemnation.

‘Ciiri.stian colleges inúsf be 
erected and endowed— young men must ac­ 
quire school divinity— the gospel must he 
sent to (he heathen, who arc perishing fin- 
lack of knowledge— the relormation will be 
commensurate to the m o n e y— every c e .\u 
may save a soul. 
Sloney! more Money! 
much more must be collected by all devisable 
means of Ilattery and holy threatening, or 
mir.aclcs? .

T h e old apliorism, ‘like people, like priest,' 
is appropriate in the caso now in view.

get money to speculate with, and gain pro­ 
fits wiiitout trouble. 
T h e outcry, ‘hard times and Utile money' 


T h e ‘democrats’ plead that 
anteceded all institutions— 
tli.'.t ojiposiiion to tyrants was in obedience 
to God— ‘liberty or death’ was their coun­ 
tersign. 
In 1787, the ‘aristocrats’ l-dhored 
to cst-.iblish a Government above the control 
of the people. 
T h e ‘democrats’ sought for 
a Government that recognized the sovereign­ 
ty of the people— the rights of man under 
equitable law a Governnient of expressed 
and defined powers. 
After the constitution 
was put in operation, tlie ‘aristocrats’ exer­ 
ted all their power to bind tho admini.stra- 
tion into a monarcliical channel: and by con­ 
struction made considerable progress; but the

T h e lovo of money is common with all 
political parties; ami if a majority of the 
people of the United States believe (althougl 
the Constitution gives no power) that a 
bank, incorporated by the General Govern­ 
ment, will pay the debts of iiusolvents— aid 
pecuiative enterprise— foster manufactures 
and rai,se the price of hard, labor and the 
productions of the earth, the administration 
of the Government “ will fall into 
other 
hands.” 
It is possible, however that people 
will realise that it is not the abundance, but 
the intrinsic value of money that makes it 
profitable. 
T he rage of nscless. speculation 
may die away, and the people may vot tri­ 
umph over the bank; notwithstanding (he 
present excitement. 
T he nine hundred iron 
hariots of ‘Sisera’ were discom.fited before 
the [latriotism o i ‘B a rra k .’ 
F rom the tho Declaration of Independence 
unto tho present time, my unmitigated desire 
has been tliat tho united States m ight enjov 
freedom without licentiousness— good gov­ 
ernment without 
tyranny— pure 
religiori 
without 
hypocrisy— and 
weaíth 
without 
haughtiness. 
And now at the close of a 


very unprofitable life, m y wish 
is ardent, 
that the States in union, and severally in 
'licir sovereignty, m ay by good customs, 
virtuous habits and wise counsels, 
slnin the 
fatal gulph 0Í Legislative usurpation over tho 
Eights ot Individuals.

In the first st.agc o f fevers it is common for the 
tongue to be covered avith a whitish coat, and if the 
fever is not broke and runs into tlie second stage; it is 
apt to assume a yellowish brow-rf color; and in the tliird 
and last st:ige of fevers, and p:irticiilarly, if they are of 
a liigli grade,and malignant cli.aracter, tlic tongue is 
apt to assume a dark brown color, of difi'erent degrees 
of heat and moisture, sometimes exceedingly dry, after 
attended with heat, or a burning sensation in tiie stom­ 
ach. 
T he symptoms of these two diseases are so much a 
like in tiieir first stage that physicians often differ as 
to their real character, nor does it imitter materially, 
because the treatment of both should be pretty much- 
the same, with this exception, lliat Typhus fever does 
not require, nor will it,bear as much strong, sickening,! 
prostrating, medicine as bilious fever. 
Treatment.— \n the early st.agc of either of the two 
last diseases, I give a puke, or one or two doses of 
calomel, or some other medicine that will operate up­ 
on the stomacli and bowels. 
I object to giving more 
strong medicine (particularly in Typhus fcvev) and 
am decidedly o f opinion that repeated doses of such 
¡operating medicines do more harm than good. 
After 
thus operating upon the stomacli and bowels (and e- 
vcn without it, if several d.ays have elapsed, and my- 
patient becomes very weak) i commence with the pills 
or drops, and give a dose every three hours, that is 8| 
doses ill each 24 hours; with a regular use o f 'Virginia 
Snake root, or some otlier sweatingtea, sucli as hysnp, 
sage or balm. 
Should the patient sufl'er much with 
pain in the lie.ad, back, or els where, give .20 or 25 
drops of laudnum - at night, if it be a grown pcrsoiij 
(children should take less corresponding with their 
age,) and should he become mtic 1 debilitated from a 
continuation of tlie disease, and particularly, if the 
hands and feet become cold, give a draught of toddy 
or wine, every 3 or 4 hours until he recovers, contin­ 
uing all the time to use the pills or drops as ,recom-I 
mended.

T h e obituary column of the R e­ 
gister contains no lessthan ten deaths in old 
and respectable fam ilies, including the death 
i f D m J a m e.s K i n g o n e o f the m ost influ­ 
ential and enterprising citizens of the place. 
Tlic M ay o r's proclam ation appointing F r i­ 
day last as a day of fasting hum iliation and 
prayer is also publislicd. 
I t is a m elancholy task thus to report the 
afflictions of a ncigliboring city of our own 
State, and most sincerely do we, in common 
with hundreds of our citiaen.s, .sym pathize 
in the distresses of licrpeoiile.

The argumente employed by the different opponents 
o f an Independent Treasury are fatal to each other. 
M ost o f them maintain that its influence will be so 
stringent upon the banks as to cripple, and even des­ 
troy them; a sorry confession by the. way, and one 
which, iftrue, would not be much to the honor o f these 
institutions. 
Another, and a large fragment of the 
Opposition, with Mr. W ebster at, its head, maintains 
that the adoption o f the measure in question will be a 
virtual abandonment o f all control and regulation ol 
the banks and their currency. 
Now; which ol these 
objections istrue.' 
They cannot both be correct, for 
they are contradictory and incompatible with eacli 
Other. 
The fact is that thej' are both unfounded, and 
the truth lies between them. 
With regard to the first, 
it is well known that the payments o f the Government 
are notin a ratio o f more than one or two per ce'nt. 
when compared n-ith the individual transactions o f the 
country, not to speak here o f those of the State Gov­ 
ernments, which are very considerable in tlie aggre­ 
gate. 
Is it not ridiculous to suppose that the influ­ 
ence given bysuch a trifling ratio can be rendered 
very injurious to the State institutions, even should, 
the attempt be made to exert it for tills purpose!—a 
supposition equally absurd. 
Wliat are two or three 
millions in Iransitu, or in deposite, (and the quarterly 
balance on hand can never be much more,) when 
compared, -we do not say to the whole amount of the 
currency o f the country, but to that o f the specie por­ 
tion, if in sufficient quantity to give solidity and bal­ 
last to the paper circulation,^ 
A mere drop in the 
bucket! 
With reg.ard to tlie other objection, we commence 
by avowing our belief that Congress h.as no constitu­ 
tional authority to regulate the paper emissions oftlie 
State banks, wliich in nowise come under the legisla­ 
tion o f Congress. 
Hut that the incidental cfiect of the 
fluancial system contemplated at tlie origin of the 
Government, and now proposed by tiie Administra­ 
tion, will be salutary to a conslder.able degree, we 
liave not the smallest doubt. 
The stimulons of the 
Government deposites will be withdidwn from the 
aanks, already too prone to excessive expansion. 
Tliat they have over-estimated the advantage of tliese 
‘favors,’ is now beginning to be generally admiUecl. 
They were temptations to them to expand beyond the 
legitimate limits, and being liable to be called for in 
large amounts and,at unexpected moments, were often 
causes o f great cmbarrassinciit. 
Besides, llie Govern­ 
ment capital being dispensed as depo.sltes among only 
a few banks, from tlie force o f circumstances, puls the 
rest in their power; and in addition to the wrong ofa 
partial distribution of Government benefits to same, 
makes tlio whole system operate iinequaUy, by throw­ 
ing the Government’s weight in tiie scale o f the few. 
By keeping this vast power entirely aloof from Slate 
bank machinery, a great reform will be effected, and 
speculation wilf be checlccd. 
T he more business done 
in the way o f importation, or the purchase o f public 
land, the gieater will be the ;imouiit flowing into tlie 
Tre.asury. 
This, instead of going back, as under the 
old system, con.st.antly to replenish tlie means of spec­ 
ulation, will, by being vetair.ed, curt-ail them pro itinUi, 
and gradually check and restrain the excesses of busi 
ness, until the public mind and tlic spirit o f commer­ 
cial eiiteiTvriSi. are rer*.iU,'cl lo a more sober tramp.

T H E P.-VCHA O F E G Y PT . 
I trust the reader will not peruse, without inter­ 
est, some details concerning the origin & character 
of the Paflra of Egypt, which were communicated 
to me by’’ii French general officer, to whom the E- 
gyptiali'-army was indebted fcr the excellent or­ 
ganization which rendered it so formidable to the 
Ottoman empire. 
Mehemet-Ali is am an of great capacity; he has 
effected a prodigious advance in the civilization of 
the East. 
An inquiry into tlie origin of a man, 
who without instruction, and by the sole power of 
his own talents, has made him self the independent 
sovereign—independent, at least in fact, of an im­ 
mense country, cannot fail to be interesting. 
„ .At the period of the campaign in E gypt, IfSS; 
Mehemet-Ali was nothing but a brave and enter­ 
prising contrabandist. 
H e had already inflicted 
incalculable losses upon the government, which, 
despairing of becoming master of his person, of­ 
fered him a pardon, and a rank equivalent to that 
of a French chef-de-bataiilon, (the title of this 
gradesignifies, in the language of Egypt, the com­ 
mander o f a thouoand tiien) if he tvould unite 
himself with his band to the troops sent against 
die French army. 
Mehemet-.Ali accepted the offer. 
H is successes 
w ere but feeble, but he knew how to profit by 
them —he perfectly understood the fabrication of 
bulletins; and it was not long before he succeed­ 
ed in creating himself a party: 
E gypt having 
been evacuated by the INench army, Mehemet- 
Ali labored still more actively in the execution of 
the great/Iroject which he had conceived; and one 
dav liaving cut off the heads of three Pachas, and 
strangled two others, he prsclaim ed himself Pacha 
of Egypt, uniting under his authority the difiereiu 
govei-ments, of which he made himself the heir, by 
putting to death their rightful rulers. 
T h e Porte did not hesitate to confirm him in 
the dignityw hich he had conferred upon himself. 
T h e tribute is the great question for the Porte in 
affairs of this sort; and it generally shows itself 
but little disposed to disturb any enterprising indi­ 
vidual, w hom ay thus possess himself of power, es­ 
pecially at five hundred leagues from the me'.r.q.-, 
olis, p iw ided he sends a supply of presents, and 
promise.s to pay the regular tribute. 
Mehemet- 
.Ali paid it regularly for several years, though I be­ 
lieve he is just now somewhat in arrear. 
W hen Mehemct-.Ali made him self Pacha of 
E gypt he could neither read nor write.- 
In Egypt 
and T urkey a man of elevated dignity does not 
find it absolutely necessary to know how to write, 
but he ought to know how to read. 
M ehemet-Ali 
jjerceived this necessity on discovering that his 
secretaries had frequently misread the¡^rm a»e oi
